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Laotian Army Coup 


Neutralist Premier Freed 
And Rebel Leaders Apologize

SAIGON, South Viet

(AP)—U.S. diplomatic sources 
said today the right-wing army 
coup in Laos had collapsed aft- 
er one day. U.S. opposition to 
the coup apparently was a ma- 
jor factor. 


"The situation is back where 


it was 36 hours ago," said an 
American diplomat 
who had 


been in contact with the U.S. 
Embassy in Vientiane, the Lao- 
tian capital. 


Rebels Apologize 


He said reports were still 


sketchy, but that diplomatic dis- 
patches from 
Vientiane 
said 


neutralist Premier Prince Sou- 
vanna Phouma had been re- 
leased from house arrest and 
leaders of the coup had apolo- 
gized for their attempt to topple 
the coalition government. 


The dispatches said the rebel 


leaders also apologized to Gen. 


Phoumi Nosavan, right - wing 
leader in Laos, who was not 
linked to the coup. 


In London, the British For- 


eign Office reported that Sou- 
vanna and other leaders had 
gone to the royal capital, Luang 
Prabang, for talks with the 
king. 


"The situation in Vientiane 


appears to be gradually revert- 
ing to what it was before," an 
American diplomat said. 


In Bangkok, however, 
the 


newspaper Thai Rath said that 
after the report of the coup's 
collapse, 
Vientiane radio re- 


peated Sunday's 
communiques 


from the military committee 
which staged Sunday's predawn 
coup.

All-Nuclear Group 
Planned by Navy 


Striking Force Will be Put 
In Service in Mediterranean

WASHINGTON (AP)—For the 


first time, the Navy is about .to 
form all U.S. nuclear-powered 
surface warships into a single 
carrier task 
group, 
it was 


learned today. 


No other nation, so far as is 


known, is capable of sending to 
sea such an all-atomic naval 
striking force. 


The Navy told The Associated 


Press, in response to questions, 
that the guided-missile cruiser 
Long Beach and the 
frigate 


Bainbridge will head for the 
Mediterranean late this month. 


the Mediterranean, 
atomic - propelled 


Once in 


these two 
warships will join the 85,000-ton 
carrier Enterprise, already with 
the U.S. 6th Fleet in these wa- 
ters. 


Cost Almost $1 Billion 


Together, these three vessels 


represent a construction cost of 
nearly $1 billion. 


Operating in the relatively re- 


stricted Mediterranean probably 
won't permit a full test of the 
capabilities of a carrier task 
force run entirely on atomic 
power. 


These 
features 
are 
great 


speed over great distances, and 
very long endurance because 
nuclear ships are free of refuel- 
ing vessels and shore bases. 


Certain Navy leaders would 


like to put an all-atomic task 
group through its paces in the 
wide expanses of the Pacific or 
the Indian Ocean. 


Frigate Being Built 


The 14,200-ton Long Beach is 


at Portsmouth, Va., and the 
Bainbridge is at Charleston, S.C. 


The Navy said the 7,600-ton 


Bainbridge and the Enterprise 
have teamed up before, and so 
have the Enterprise and the 


Long Beach, "but never all 
three together."

warm as toast" quality. 
So when buying a blanket ex- 


Exces- 
sive napping will weaken the 
yarn and lessen the durability 
of the blanket. Be sure 
to 


choose one of good depth, fine, 
even and springy to the touch 
which will not shred when 
brushed with the hand. 


All wool blankets of 
virgin 


wool will retain their warm 
qualities and high nap resilien- 
cy through the years with prop- 
er handling.

this theory, Dr. William Parson, 
chairman of internal Medicine 
at the University of Virginia 
Medical School, said Thursday. 


The tests indicate that some 


of the rodents grow fat as a re- 
sult of abnormality in the con- 
trol center of their brains, Par- 
son told physicians attending a 
postgraduate course sponsored 
by the Alton Ochsner Medical 
Foundation. 


Parson said other rats be- 


came obese because of an ab- 
normality in their fatty tissues. 


"We've always assumed that 


people who are obese eat to 
gratify their emotional crav- 
ings," he continued. "But our 
experiments indicate that al- 
though there may be this com- 
pulsion to eat, the compulsion 
is secondary to the abnormality 
in the fatty tissues." 


"More than half the fat peo- 


ple we see eat only one big 
rneal a day," he said. "As a re- 
sult, they become fatter — just 
like the experimental rats." 


Obesity Problem 


He said the whole problem of 


obesity often proves frustrating 
to doctors, particularly because 
"you see people keep dieting 
and dieting and yet going back 
to overweight"

Insect Controls 


Non - poisonous" insect con 


trols, such as special "black 
ight" lanterns to hang in your 
garden in order to attract pesky 
nsects to the light and t r a p 
them in a poison bag without 
releasing them for the birds to 
eat. But, as a spokesman for 
the NBBB says, "You'd do bet- 
:er putting one of these things 
in an unfriendly neighbor's gar- 
den; they attract many more 
insects than they exterminate."

the humus swindler who arrives 
in a truck at your door, offers 
an impressive - sounding top- 
soil to bring your brown garden 
back to life and says that sev- 
eral bushels at $1 apiece should 
do the job.

surface warships into a single 
carrier task group, it was 
learned today. 


No other nation, so far as is 


known, is capable of sending to 


the Mediterranean, 
atomic - propelled 


sea such an all-atomic naval 
striking force. 


The Navy told The Associated 


Press, in response to questions, 
that the guided-missile cruiser- 
Long Beach and the frigate 
Bainbridge will head for the 
Mediterranean late this month. 


Once in 


these two 
warships will join the 85,000-ton 
carrier Enterprise, already with 
the U.S. 6th Fleet in these wa- 
ters. 


Cost Almost $1 Billion 


Together, these three vessels 


represent a construction cost of 
nearly $1 billion. 


Operating in the relatively re- 


stricted Mediterranean probably 
won't permit a full test of the 
capabilities of a carrier task 
force run entirely on atomic 
power. 


These 
features 
are 
great 


speed over great distances, and 
very long endurance because 
nuclear ships are free of refuel- 
ing vessels end shore bases. 


Certain Navy leaders would 


like to put an all-atomic task 
group through its paces in the 
wide expanses of the Pacific or 
the Indian Ocean. 


Frigate Being Built 


The 14,200-ton Long Beach is 


at Portsmouth, Va., and the 
Bainbridge is at Charleston, S.C. 


The Navy said the 7,600-ton 


Bainbridge and the Enterprise 
have teamed up before, and so 
have the Enterprise and the 


Long Beach, "but never all 
three together."

The 
Enterprise cost $474 million, the 
Long Beach nearly $330 million 
and the Bainbridge more than 
$160 million. 


Part of these high prices were 


attributable to the three ship;

getting along together. 


In Alden, Pa., near Philadel- 


phia, Negro William Saunders, 
36, told a group of whites of his 
experiences after he and his 
family moved into an all-white 
community.

Five hundred whites visited 


52 Negro homes in Detroit and 
Negro Roy Dixon expressed the 
hope that not only whites would 
learn from the exchange.

Title VIII directs the Secretary of Com- 


merce to conduct a survey to compile 
registration and voting statistics, and to 
compile such information again in the 1970 
census. It would include a count of per- 
sons of voting age by race, color and na- 
tional origin, and a determination of the 
extent to which they are registered to vote 
and did vote in recent elections. 


Supporters say reliable information on 


these subjects is not now available, and 
that such information will promote the 
registration of more voters. 


Opponents point out that the survey 


will be conducted "in such geographic 
areas as may be recommended by the 
Commission on Civil Rights," and that 
thus it is aimed at southern states. They 
flatly declare that the intent of the title 
is to reduce the south's representation in 
the House of Representatives. They are 
certain such a study will be used to imple- 
ment the 14th Amendment which provides 
that representation shall be reduced where 
the right to vote is denied a substantial 
number of citizens.

Title IX is entitled "Procedure after 


Removal in Civil Rights Cases," 


Under the present United States Code, 


a party to a case in a state court can re- 
quest it be removed to a federal court if he 
believes an issue of federal law is involved. 
The federal court will take over and de- 
cide whether it should try the case or send 
it back to the state court. The decision of 
the federal court to return it to a state 
court mav not be appealed. 


Title IX states that in civil rights cases 


such an order by a federal court may be 
appealed to the next higher federal court. 


Proponents claim that southern federal 


judges have been using provisions of.the 
present code to send civil rights cases back 
to state courts where some individuals are 
denied their legal rights. "This inability 
to appeal remand orders has effectively 
barred citizens from obtaining redress to 
their denial of civil rights," Rep.

Time to Change Tactics 


The tragic death of a young minister 


In Ohio makes us wonder exactly what he 
died for. The demonstrations

civil 


rights groups are no longer protesting 
racial discrimination in a rational fashion. 
They now too often are merely an excuse 
for becoming a nuisance with no real 
motive or aim. 


The episode in Ohio centered around 


the construction of a new school in an 
area largely populated by Negroes.

It should be obvious to anyone who has 


read this far that the cost of the new pro- 
gram under the bill will be substantial, 
and that hundreds of new federal employ- 
es will be hired to do the job.

ters of principle and practice involved. If 
the federal government is to enter these 
new areas of activity it is obvious cost will 
result. 


The individual should approach his 


final evaluation of the Civil Rights Bill 
in two phases. 


First, should the Federal Government 


assume the prime responsibility from the 
states in enforcing equal protection under 
the laws outlined by the 14th Amendment? 


Second, if it should, are the procedures 


and agencies for administering them en- 
visioned in this bill the best way of ac- 
complishing this national intention? 


This newspaper has expressed its opin- 


But we 
are not inordinately equipped to peer into 
the future and predict how these many 
new concepts will-work out in practice.

The space devoted obviously 
indicates we believe the decisions involved 
in this legislation are of utmost importance 
for many years to come. 


If the Civil Rights Bill becomes law the 


United States will stand committed to a 
monumental new experiment in legislating 
the moral attitudes of its people, equiva- 
lent in concept to the drafting of the Bill 
of Rights. 


And in the long run the legislation will 


succeed in direct proportion to the moral 
commitment citizens of the nation make 
to its support.

Often Form of Insanity

A major problem—and per- 


haps an insoluble one—in our 
present definitions of "insan- 
ity" is that

certified as "insane" on med- 
ico-legal grounds is no threat 
to the social order, as vexing 
as he may be to those around 
him. He is so wild, on exami- 
nation, that no one could ever 
take him for anything but a 
madman. 


This is not true of those par- 


anoid characters who create 
the greatest mischief, who at- 
tract followers or who them- 
selves become the most ar- 
dent followers of lunatic ideol- 
ogies. No objective test would 
show them up as insane; they 
are not divorced from reality, 
merely estranged from it. 


Case at Point 


I have in mind some fairly 


prominent men whose names 
appear in the news with dis- 
concerting regularity. Read- 
ing their distorted words, and 
observing their erratic 
ac- 


tions, there is no doubt in my 
mind that they suffer 
from 


acute paranoia — that is, they 
violently project their own in- 
adequacies, hates, r e s e n t - 
ments, fears and hallucina- 
tions upon the external world, 
or some part of it called "the 
enemy." 


Yet, the difference between 


them and the rest of us is 
only a quantitative one; their 
reactions and projections are 
more extreme than ours. It is 
precisely for this reason that 
such personalities appeal so 
irresistibly to repressed char- 
acters, to failures in either 
their private or public lives, 
to embittered and frustrated 
men and women. 


Extremist movements are 


only on the surface political; 
their slogans and programs 
are politically slanted, 
but 


their deepest motivations are 
psychological — a form of re- 
venge upon society, a way of 
finding (and eventually exter- 
minating) some scapegoat to 
whom they have transferred 
their burden of secret guilt. 


And the men who lead such 


movements, unless they are 
mere charlatans and oppor- 
tunists, are trembling on the 
brink of insanity, if not al- 
ready over the edge. But their 
form of insanity cannot be 
clinically verified, does not fit 
into the narrow and rigid cat- 
egories our present knowledge 
limits us to. 


We have no right to indict 


or commit them, for all of us 
possess the same potentiality. 
But we do have an obligation 
to understand them, to recog- 
n i z e them as sociopathic 
cases, to innoculate ourselves 
against the toxin of their hate. 
Only when they are seen in 
the perspective of mental ill- 
ness, and not as representa- 
tives of political positions, can 
their power for evil be evap- 
orated by the germicide of 
our sanity.

25 Million Adult Students 
In Classrooms During 1963

More adults went to school 


last, year, than went to major 
league baseball games. 


More, by nearly five million 


persons. To be exact, the score 
was: School 25 million, baseball, 
20,400,000.. And, the National 
Opinion Research Center at the 
University of Chicago reported, 
23 million of these school-going 
adults were doing it for fun or 
self. improvement rather than 
as full-time students. 


Who were they? 


Adult People 


By far the largest number of 


participants surveyed (23 per 
cent) were from professional, 
technical, and related occupa- 
tions. Second came craftsmen 
and foremen. Lowest on the list 
were the farm laborers, repre- 
senting only one per cent of 
participants in adult education. 
Over one-third or 36 per cent 
had at least a high school edu- 
cation,-and 18 per cent had the 
equivalent of a college training 
(four years). It appears from 
the study that those who have 
some education tend to seek 
more education. Perhaps when 
we are bitten by the bug of 
"continuing education" we re- 
main bitten for life. If this is 
the case, the institutions pro- 
viding adult education had bet- 
ter gear up for the tidal wave 
of inquisitive adults who will 
be seeking knowledge and a 
chance to better themselves and 
keep abreast of the times. 


Some indication of the adult's 


hunger for continuing to sharp- 
en his mind, and to keep up 
with the many new findings is 
the surprising fact that while 
most educational pursuits are 
carried on within the institution- 
al framework, nearly one-thirc 
of those surveyed were engagec 
in some form of self-organized 
program of study. There was 
some indication that many of 
of the independent learning pur- 
suits were of quite recent de 
velopment. An interesting point 
to observe is that 61 per cent of 


were studied without the bene- 
fit of formal instruction. Un- 
doubtedly this reflects, at least 
in part, the recent campaigns 
of newspapers to promote lan- 
guage instruction by means of 
records and books for self-in- 
struction. The rise to interest 
in the language training may 
also reflect rapid expansion of 
foreign travel.
